ORE DRIPPING 
GOVERNMENT PLAN 


The Government is setting up an 


organisation to control edible fats, 
with the object of securing an easier 
distribution of dripping to the public 
for cooking purposes. 


It is jntended to compel butchers 


to pool three-stone of fats for every 
head of cattle killed, and the pool 
will be administered by the organi- 
sation which will be set up, and 
which will refine and distribute fats 
to retailers as dripping. Edible fats 
are at present sold at 1s. 2d. per 
lb., and the fixed price of dripping 
is 9d. 


It has been found recently~ that, 


owing to the extreme shortage of 
fats, those of edible -variety were 
finding their way on to the market 
for manufacturing purposes.
